CINCINNATI, March 20-0.45 p.m.—Afire 


alarm has just sounded "frout Court and Viue, 
two squares from (he court house, caused by 
fire; In the treasurer's office, which is on the 
first floor of the courthouse; also an Immense 
bon fire In front of the Second National bank, 
corner ot Court and Main, directly opposite 
the treasurer's offlae. All the large gluts 
windows In tbe front of the court house are 
broken to pieces. The mob are firing revol- 
vers, throwing boulders and yelling. The 
militia fired Into the mob from the court 
house, bat as no barm was done, so far as 
known, U Is supposed th«y used blank cart- 
ridges. 


Tbe mob Is greater than last night and 


more drunken men in It. There are wild 
rumors that the mob has a quantity of dyna- 
mite; mother that 3,000 are coming from 
Kentucky to reinforce the mob.

The treasurer's office Is already doomed 


and the court house Seems likely to burn 
down.

The crowd are tlneatenlng to destroy Hunt's 
hotel, Vino street, near Fourth street, owned 
by Colonel Hunt, commanding tbe First regi- 
ment. Guests are removing now from the 
plve. Troops from Columbus are momen- 
tarily expected, when tbe trouble must be 
worse. Travel on the streets is becoming 
dangerous.

night of blood as this has not before darkened 
the history of Cincinnati. It is Impossible to 
ascertain tbe true situation. Men have been 
killed Nveral square^ from the scene of the 
riot. One n>«n hts just teen shot at Foim. 
'•In sqn>re, six squaria from the court bouse. 
The fire w«3 started by rolling in barrels of 
coal oil, setting It on fire ™d keeping every- 
body out Lieut Desmond entered to subdue 
tbeflintes and was Instantly killed. The 
flames went their oni» w«y because the mob 
would not let the firemen use the engines. 
The flames went on upchucked, though slow- 
ly, as tbe great structure was strongly 
built at a cost of probably quarter of 
a million and was made to 
withstand

them of gieat historical Interest and value, 
and of tbe second-best law library In tbe 
United StatM.

per, ald-de-camp to the governor, whb l& here, 
telegraphed tills action to (loverbur Uoadly, 
and has received a reply ordering, the Fourth 
regiment to report to the jail forthwith, and 
loin the othere. Col. Harper sent an Order t« 
t|» Fourth to join Col. Hawkins «.t Jho jail by 
direct or Indirect route. The order was given 
at 12.45 a. m., but upon beten infuimed that 
ttie mob was slill In force ami blocking thft 
streets In tbe vicinity of- the court house, 
though not apparently accomplishing any- 
thing, It was modified with|d view to averting 
further bloodshed. 


COUHTINCI DEATH. 


CI.VCINSAII, March bo, 1 a. m.—By an un- 


accountable motive the mnb stands In the 
streets In range of tho soldiers, apparently 
courting death. There is no method, no pur- 
pose apparent. It la a typical mob of mart, 
men. Just now a man who ventured near 
tbe scene saw a volluy lire! and a mai^ 


-ed Ed. Galligher, whom tula man hap- 


pened to know, fell dead. Several others 
were wounded. At this hour there U no ces- 
sation of firing. Indeed it has grown heavier 
and Is accounted for by the statement that 
the mob have procured cannon. 


Colonel Harper's order to the Fouttu regi- 


ment has just been given. It directs the 
colonel to march his men quietly by Fourth 
street to Sycamore, thence up Sycamore to tho 
jail to dispose of whatever mob may be In the 
way, but at all events to join tbe other troops 
now in the jail. It will be nearly an hour 
before this order can be carried Into effect 
Meanwhile.the firing continues. Tilers Is a 
possibility that the Fourth regiment may 
reiPh the scene without encountering much 
resistance. 
The mob at Ibis time seems 


gathered principally at tbe corner of "«ln 
and Ninth streets under cover. 


SCENES OF THE NIGHT. 


Scenes during this memorable night have 


been IndescLibable. No mob could have been 
less equipped by organization or leadership 
than this one, nor docs it seen) the militia 
and police have bad «"y good plan or leader- 
ship. The preparations for defense made 
during the day were all agalnH attack .from 
Sycamore street Main, street was left ex- 
posed and witnesses say almost no opposition 
was made to firing the treasurer's 
office. 


Troops were all gathered In tbe Jail and the fire 
department for once refustd to respond to an 
alaiui until an esport of troops iras sent 
When the firatenflne appeared the mob with 
drawu revolvers, warned them to go no fur 
ther. Theyobejed. While a hand to hand 
fight w«3 In progrfws tbe police now «nd then 
made a rush for tbe crowd and arrested a 
number of rioters, t»tlag them Into the J»H. 
They refused to give their namei In every In- 
s»nce 
M»ny of them are well dressed, 


good looking men.' 


LOSS OP LIFE. 


It 1s still impossible to tell how many are 


devJ and wounded. There are nine <le»d 
bodies In the moigue at H'l'lg's. One Is 
Dugan, the furniture manufacturer. At the 
hospital at 1 o'clock are the following wound- 
ed: Capitm Jack Desmond, shot through 
the head; Henry J. Pelser, shot through the 
breast fatally wounded; Alfred Hopkins, 
Charles Bloom, J. Omper, severely wounded; 
D»niel Chrlstraan, twice In the leg; Lewis 
Kolt, right leg; Henry Bud<H thigh; Joel 
Snarn, right leg; Edward Ilehm, right ieg 
below the knee; Fred Elkenhirt, right leg 
above the knee; Wm. Snlliv»n, thigh; John 
Btrtb, boy of 14, left shoulder; Geoixe Wise, 
leftside,serious; John Heckeiuian, through 
both legs.

A STAUrLISO SITUATION. 


3.30 a. m.—The startling fact Is Just dis- 


covered, that the mob have three cannon sta- 
tioned at Fourth and Walnut They are said 
to ha\ o obtained thorn from Music hall. They 
are evidently now posted here to an alt the 
coming of the Fourth regiment, expected 
momentarily. Instead of the fight being over 
it now looks as It both soldiers >nd police 
would bo overpowered by tbe mob. The

TUB MOB BEATEN. 


3 a. in.— The mob Is In possession of can- 


non at Fourth and Walnut. It seemed tlIVy 
had no powderf They were trying to secqre 
some. The) had obtained kegs ot lion to-be 
used Instead or canister and .were moving up 
Fourth street when a nquod of thirty police- 
men under command or Lieut Burke emerged 
from the Hammond street station house, only 
halt a square south of Fourth street, and by a 
gallant charge without firing aplstol captured 
all the gnus and dispersed the mob. There 
were no casualties except from the use of 
clubs. Tho police all through have sh6iyii 
remarkable bravery and coolness under the 
circumstances. This capture has weakened 
the spirit of tho mob to such an extent that 
tliey are not likely to rally again during the 
night. During the attack on Powell's gun 
store' Mr. Powell defended lib properly and 
killed at least throe men. One account says 
he killed seven.

The Danville lavMtigaticra. 


WASiUiOTos, March 29.— Before the Dun- 


vllle committee to-day W. S. Jones of Martins- 
vllle, Va., testified that he first heard ot tha 
Danville riot Sunday morning, tbe day after 
its occurrence. Senator Sherman asked if 
witness had heard of the trouble in Danville 
before tho day of the riot. Witness answered 
in

was on 


train the 
Friday 
before 
election 
and 


fell into conversation with a stranger whose 
name he could not give. This man told wit- 
ness ho was afraid of trouble In Danville, 
where he lived, lie bad received a terr 
that morning to return home, as trouble was 
anticipated. 
"Three signals on tha star 


watch bell in Danville," so tbe stranger said, 
-"would call together one hundred armed 
men." 


J. Richards wu recalled, lie wai a "local 


historian,'' and was In Bath county gathering 
material for a book. Party feeling ran very 
high. He heard of the Danville riot on Sat- 
urday before noon, (tbe sains hour It occur 
ted ) He picked up a circular without date, 
which purported to be an account of tbe riot 
Wiln»» continuing said the general substance 
of the circular was that "Thn black wave had 
struck Danville" and four blacks and one 
white had boon killel. Witness read this bo 
twcen seven o'clock In the morning and noon. 
He picked it up In a depot and went out and 
sat down and read It 
He wassure It was be- 


fore noon on November third,

He lived in Danville. Wasaonnutacturerof 
tobacco. Witness accompanied Birkjdale, a 
coalitionist, to hear Sim's speech. Barksdile 
said to witness: "I'md d if Wdiuven't got 
you. We've got the white men of southwest 
Virginia, and have the negroes solid. We caa 
turn them loose on you" in five minutes."
